“The successful operation of 
our Humboldt Bay atomic plant 
resulted in a vecent up-rating of 
our AIC license from 52,000 to 
70,000 kilowatts,’’ he said. 

Turning to the future, Draeger 
said: ‘“‘ased on current popula- 
tion and industrial growth pro- 
jections for the 94,000-square-mile 
area covered by the PG&E sys- 
tem, it appears we must triple 
our present generating facilities 
by 1986 to keep pace with antici- 
pated demand for electricity ‘by 
our customers.”’ 

This will mean building a num- 
ber of major power plants using 
atomic fuels, he declared. Ex- 
plaining that the reason is basic- 





ally economic, Draeger said that 
about two-thirds of PG&E elec- 
tricity today is generated in 
steam plants using natural gas 
for fuel. But California is a high 
fuel-eost region of the U.S., be- 
ca ef its need to import most 





of its natural gas from the South- 
west and Canada, and prices are 
expec.ed to continue rising. 


“the emergence of atomic-gen- 
erated electricity on an economic- 
ally competitive basis with elec- 
tricity made by burning fossil 
fuels makes the use of this muu 
ern new fuel resource—the atom 
—inereasingly attractive,’’ he 
stated. Other factors mentioned 
by the speaker included conserva- 
tion of fossil fuels and the fact 
that atomic plants do not contrib- 
ute to air pollution. 

Opposition to atomic plants in 
some portions of the natin has 
slewed or stalled several projects, 
he said, ‘‘principally, in my es- 
timatin, because relatively small 
and somtimes highly motivated 
sroups have used emotional argu- 
ments in opposition to the atom, 
capitalizing on general lack of 
knowledge about the atom by 
most of the public.’’
